Mr. Astor took back the share and repaid the original purchase 
money. This was the only monied transaction that ever took place be- 
tween us," &c.

Col. Livingston, Col. Jackson, Col. H. B. Livingston did themselves 
great honor in the transactions of the day — but it is not in my power to 
do justice to Col. Laurens, who acted as the General and Partizan. His 
command of regular troops was small but he did everything possible to 
be done by their numbers."
